The cases 
were distributed as follows: Austria, November 7 to 20, 1915, 115 
cases with 43 deaths; Croatia-Slavonia, November 8 to 29, 1915, 72 
cases with 22 deaths; Hungary, November 15 to 22, 1915, 9 cases with 
8 deaths.
